This department, 1 am toid, was originated under the 
able management of many prominent ladies of New Orleans who took a 
personal, energetic interest, and made splendid progress. Their organi- 
zation disbanded during the past year and generously turned over to the 
Treasurer the sum of four thousand five hundred and thirty-four dollars 
and thirty-seven cents (14,584.37). and with four thousand and fifty 
dollars and ninety cents (14.050.90) raised by Sister Stanislaus at her 
May lawn party, gave us a new start. But it is not fair that the entire 
support of this department should devolve entirely upon the generosity 
of our friends The City of New Orleans now appropriates tlfe sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2 000.00) per annum. It is our endeavor to have 
the ladies who originated this work reorganize 88 an auxiliary and ar- 
range a plan whereby they could co-operate with and render the Board 
assistance of inestimable value.

This war, with its unprecedented demands, so warped condi' 
both physical and financial, that accurate comparisons were impossible. 

ity "Hospital suffered its share during this depression, but with its 
never-say-die spirit weathered the storm bravely, and is now in a position 
to take its proper rank. 

Charity Hospital is a Class A institution, but constant work on the 
part of all will be necessary to keep it there. While diligent work and 
deration will play an important part, financial difficulties must also 
• rcome; for this we must look to our good State, 

Statistics are usually dull, but let us glance briefly at our per 
capita cost. In 1!U9 it was $1.37, in 1920, $1,58, while in 1921 it was 
increased to $1.61 . Now let us compare with some other general hospitals.

Her intimate knowledge ofth- 
entire hospital, her timely suggestions, and her hearty co-operation at Pn 
times, have been a source of great satisfaction to me U 

A recent inspection of the hospital by the City Board of Heali-k 
showed us to be exceptionally clean and sanitary. In fact to ouote t-K 
words of the President, Dr. Callan: "If all tne homes tn New* Srteanl 
were in as good sanitary condition as this report indicates for the Charit^ 
Hospital, we should not be far from the ideal city." <-narity 
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The Department of Dietetics, under the able direction of Sister Alicia, 
has proven satisfactory, and has been a substantial aid to the Visiting 
Staff in properly working out diets for the sick. 

The Pathological Department, under the leadership of Dr. Duval, 

learly doubled the work of the previous year. This departmen: 

ion to the usual routine of a laboratory, maintains a Pasteur depart- 
ment, when- treatment is given to all such cases. The laboratory also 
prepares ami furnishes I In- hospital with all anti-tetanic and anti-diph- 
theretic sera. It is the hope of the department that a division be ade- 
quately outfitted for the making of complete blood chemistry. 

The Purchasing Department, with Mr. Henry VVeihmann at its head, 
has been very conscientiously administered, and has given very satisfac- 
tory service. 

The Charity Hospital .Sewing Guild, with Mrs. Harry L. Howard as 
its president, has been unusually diligent, and the work of these ladies, 
making garments for the patienti, standard dressings, amputation sponges 
and other surgical dressings, has been of great benefit. 

The Visiting .Staff has been definitely organized, and with their sub- 
divisions hold their clinical meetings monthly. Such meetings are 
only instructive to the Staff, but are also essential to the proper adminis- 
tration of the hospital. The Executive Body, composed of chiefs of the 
various departments, also meets monthly, and much credit must be given 
them for their co-operation and suggestions in the ad ministration of the 
hospital, and for their assistance in helping to outline the affairs and 
policies of the hospital. 

During the year 1921 o distinct professional improvement was made 
in the election of two house medieal officers. Dr. Emmett L. Irwin and 
Dr. Sam Hobson. The wisdom of this course cannot be estimated, and we 
wonder ho re able to get along without their services. These two 

officers, with the two house stirgiciil officers, Dr. Peter Graffagnino and 
Dr. W. O'D. Jones, give us a resident house staff of four, and with our 
fifty resident inti rnes and our two hundred members of the Visiting Staff, 
we are amply able to care for the professional needs of the hospital. 

The Registration Department, under the able direction of Dr. G, Far- 

rar Patton, has functioned in its usual efficient way, in spite of the cramped 

space in which it has been housed. If our plans mature, however, this 

I will be remedied, and additional space will be allotted to the de- 

ient. This will be a distinct advantaRe. not only to those working 

with the records, but the Visiting Staff and all those connected with the

During the year, we were fortunate in having donated to us a ban- 
born Basil-Metabolism outfit, and we are greatly indebted to Dr. H, P. 
for hi- conscientious and untiring efforts in making readings on all 
patient* sent to him. 

The year 1921 was notable for the improvements made. Chief among 
these was the establishment of a new and complete X-ray outfit. This 
department, under the direction of Dr. Granger, meets the requirements 
of the hospital, and I am proud in the belief that our X-ray Department ^ / 

(Ond to none in this part of the country. We will soon have a new *"" 

able outfit where the necessary bedside plates can be made. 

There are in the course of construction two new cystnscopic rooms 
and a bronchoscope room, just opposite the X-ray Department. The ad- 
vantage of the proximity of this department to the X-ray is self-evident. 

Several distinct changes have been made in the Clerk's Office in order 
that this space may be more thoroughly utilized, and that the business of 
the office may be more competently managed. 

A chart of the wards of the hospital has also been installed in the 
Admitting Room. From this chart one can see immediately, not only how

With a view of increasing the effl f our immunizing treatment 

in the Hay-fever anil Asthma Clinic, a series of diagnostic tests with new 
varieties of pollen proteins have been made during the past year in order 
to determine the 

CONTRIBUTORY CAUSES OF HAY-FEVER. 

In the vernal form of hay-fever, for instance, if the patient reacts 
strongly to the pollen of the grasses, which is common in the atmosphere 
in Louisiana during the spri: hows that this is probably the prin- 

cipal cause of his hay-fever. If his but do not discon- 

tinue, in spite of a Immunizi ment resulting in a negative 

test for the grass pollen protein, this does not indicate immunis- 

ing treatment was unsuccessful, as thi <f is shown by the negative 

the patient is sensitive to other atmospheric pollens, that 
are present in the air at the same time as the grass pollt 

A uniform series oi tests of the various pollens Found in the air of 

, as demonstrated hy our atmospheric pollen test plates, which 

are constantly kept exposed at our Labor e clinical 

data of the Clinic, has shown that the most common contributory , 
in the three principal types of hay-fever, viz.. ; t and peren- 

nial, are the pollens of plants that we have segregated into the Cheno- 
podiaeese Group. 

CHENOPODIACEAE CROUP. 

The most common plants of this group arc the members of the amar- 
anth, chenopod and dock families, win th numerous in their va 

ind general in their geographical distribution, over 50 of each hav- 
ing been di them being typical hay-fever weeds and wind- 
pouinated. 

The members of the Amaranth (Amaranlhace«e), Chenopod (Chen- 
opodiaceae) and dock IRumtx) generate pollens which are smooth and 
spherical and having a general resemblance to one another. They are 
easily distinguished from the pollens of the ragweed by their appear- 
ance, and from the pollen of the grasses by their different reaction to the 
Lugol solution. All the vari .e an active hay-fever reaction 

and. with few exceptions, persons susceptible to one species react 
to the other members of the group. 

The Chenopodiai ea> is a large family which includes, in addition to the 
true chenopods, several other ve inch as the Orache (Atriplex), 

the Grease-weeds (Sarcobattu), and the Russian Thistle (Salsola), which 
while an important factor in hay-fever in other sections of the United 
States, are uncommon in this State. The most common representative of 
this family here is the common wormwood. Chenopodium Ambroiioidei, 
whose pollen gives an active hay-fever reaction. It forms a complicating 
factor in the fall hay-fever. 

The branch of the Amaranthaee* family, which has several members 
of interest in hay-fever, are the Acnidai or Water-Hemp. Some 
as the Western Water-Hemp (Acnida tamaratcina) generate a large 
amount of pollen. Most of them are limited to swamps and moist la] 
and they are very common in the suburbs of New Orleans. This pollen 
also complicates the fall type of hay-fever. The reaction is similar to

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that of the amaranths, docks and chenopods, which they also resemble in 
the general appearance of the pollen. 

The most troublesome member of this group here is the Curly Dock, 
Rumex criipui, both on account of its prevalence and the long period of 
its floreseenes, which occurs in succession from early spring to late fall. 
It is thus a complicated factor in both the spring and fall hay-fever, and 
may be the principal cause of the perennial form. 

The similarity of the amaranths, chenopodiums, water-hemp and 
docks, both as regards the character of their hay-fever reaction and the 
individual susceptibility to these pollens, demonstrate a similarity in their 
protein. The practical application, therefore, is that a pollen extract of 
any of these pollens will be applicable to all the members of this group. 
We have been fortunate in having the pollen protein extract of the group 
prepared for us during the past season by H, K. Mulford & Company, of 
Glenolyn, Pa., and we have used this successfully both for testing and 
immunizing purpo 

Some of the most common pollen, which we have tested for their re- 
lation to hay-fever in this section, are shown in the accompanying illus- 
trations, which are reproductions of photo-micrographs made in our 
Laboratory. 

MULTIPLE POLLEN INFECTION. 

An analysis of the cases treated in our clinic during the past year 
shows that over one-half presented a reaction to the chenopod group 
sufficiently marked to be considered a potential etiologic factor in their 
attacks of hay-fever or asthma. 

Specifically, the reactions were as follows: In the spring-summer 
hay-fever, 52 per cent; fail hay-fever, 65 per cent; spring-summer-fall hay- 
fever. 71 per cent; and in the perennial hay-fever, 52 per cent. 

The deciding factor in the question of the additional immunization 
of such cases is the locality of the patient's residence or place of busi- 
ness. The pollens of the chenopod group do not infest the air in a uni- 
form manner, as, for instance, in the case of the ragweeds. The pollen 
of tin tatter we found on our test plates exposed on the tower of the 
Hibernia Bank Building, and the number per square yard differed but 
little from those on plate? exposed near the ground and in the residential 

on of the city. The reason for this is that the pollens of the chenopod 
group are not as numerous nor as buoyant as that of the ragweed, so that 
in on- ' of the city the percentage may be relatively higher, and 

low or entirely absent in another locality on account of the variation in the 
weed areas. 

IMMUNIZING TREATMENT OF MULTIPLE INFECTION. 

In carrying out the immunizing treatment, whenever the patient does 
not show sufficient benefit from the injections of the pollen extract of the 
principal group or groups to which he shows a positive reaction, the treat- 
ment is continued with the extract of the pollen which was found a con- 
tributory cause, the most common being those of the chenopod group. 
This method is responsible for the increase in the percentage of improve- 
ments- and seasonal cures in our clinic during the past year. 

The use of the chenopod pollen extract in hay-fever, which is now 
being extensively used in various sections of the United States, originated 
in the Hay-fever Clinic of the Charity Hospital.

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Report of the Directress of Nurses 



To the Board of Administrators of Charity Hospital of Louisiana, 
New Orleans, La. 

Gentlemen: 

This report marks the twenty-seventh year in the history of the 
Training School. Six hundred nurses have graduated since its inaugura- 
tion in 1894. 

The past year has been completed by the School with its customary 

program. It has been a constant struggle to provide fur the continuous 

nursing care of the si.k of the Hospital, owing to the small nursing body, 

whilst the obligate rtructhig the student nurse theoretically has 

fulfilled. 

The activities in the Nurses' Home consist of class room work, prac- 
tical demonstration and, in addition to these, the various social functions 
of normal student lite. Class instruction has maintained its standard, 
white the interest of the lecturing staff of the hospital promises even muic 
efficient teaching. 

The continued congested condition of the hospital, the move ex- 

.e devel»>: ork, the use of wards for teaching 

ir the nui This condition 

has demanded supplementing the nursing staff by a greater number of 
orderlies and ward helpers, with an additional he institution. 

The generous pol 4 cy of the Board and other hospital authorities in 
giving every consiii bo the student nurse in return for her service 

to the Hospital, has been rewarded by a marked increase in the nursing 
body. The Hospital now provides the student nurse with text books and 
school uniform. The hours of night duty have been reduced by re 
ing each nurse for two hours. 

We gladly note the improvements made in the Nurses' Home. The 
floors in the nurses' rooms have been furnished with linoleum and var- 
nished. A small laundry with electrical appliances has been arranged for 
the ufc of the nurses so as to make surroundings more homelike. The 
nurse to the Die! Kitchen, where tbey may make candy and 

enjoy other refreshments. An inner player piano has been added to our 
parlors and is being used by anyone who can operate it. The screening 
entire building has just been completed. 

We take advantage of this occasion to call your attention to the im- 
perative needs of the Training School. The nurses' quarters should be 
enlarged- Owing to the limited Bpace we were obliged to reject d 
able applicants. The nurses of the night corps are compelled to occupy 
the Nurses' Infirmary for rest hours and this deprives the school of a 
regular Nurses' Infirmary. We are anxious to secure books for the 
Nurses' Library, as the present library is very incomplete. Additional 
book cases are required and we should be supplied with the recent medi- 
cal books and current magazines. The furniture in the nurses' rooms is 
very antiquated and most of it is in bad condition. We would suggest that 
several swings be purchased for the Nurses Recreation Grounds to at- 
tract out-door life when off duty. Another great need of the Training 
School is a small laboratory in the Nurses' Home for the chemistry and 
bacteriology classes. Some of these classes have been held in the General 
Laboratory, but the nurses cannot get sufficient individual instruction with- 
out interrupting the routine work of the doctors. We anticipate making 
our plans possible through an increased appropriation. 
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The general health of the school remains quite normal in spite of the 

ing demand for service. The student body is worthy of praise for 
its generosity and devotedness to the sick and for its loyalty to the school. 

We cannot close this report without expressing the regret of this 
Training School at the loss of Sister Martha as Superintendent of Nurses 
after seven years of service. Sister has done much toward raising the 
standard of the school and has had the respect of all who worked with her. 

In the summary of the year's work, there stands out emphatically 
the fact that its success has been due to the co-operation and assistance of 
Hospital authorities. Without their co-operation our efforts would have 
been a failure. 

We avail ourselves of this opportunity to express our sincere grati- 
tude to Dr. Leake for his generous appreciation of our efforts and to re- 
turn our grateful thanks to the House Officers. It is our earnest desire 
to co-operate with the Board in every possible way. We express the hope 

the interest of the past may he retained so that in the coining year 
a better record of service and accomplishment may be made.
